P,ublic, more need not be said, than that they 
were composed by the great, the leaned, the 
good BisJfiop Andrews, .and translated by >y 
the alAe^ .t^e excellent, the amiable Dean 
Stanhope. They were composed in Greek 
and Latin by the Bishop, for Ms own prirate 
daily use; and for some time before his 
death, the manuscript waii scarce ever out of 
his hands. It was fovind worn in pieces by 
his fingers, and wqt -With his tears. They 
were translated by the Dean for the benefit 
of his countrymen, he having himself com- 
mitted a good part cf :^the originals to memo- 
ry, and probably solaced his departing spirit 
likewise with the repetition of thenu The only 
^edition in Greek and Latin, printed at the Ox- 
ford Press in 1675, with the Imprimatur of 
33octor Ralph Bathurst, then Vice-Chji?v 
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/cellor, is seldom to be met with; and very 
few copies of Doctor Stanhope's translation 
^re left. It was therefore thought adyisea;^ 
ble to reprint the English Devotions in a 
inore convenient and portable si^e: as also, 
^nstead of the short uneven lines of the for- 
iner oc^tavo edition, to divide theni into dis- 
tinct sentepcesy as thie subject-matter seemed 
naturally tp direct. Concerning the author and 
the translator, niore particulars may be learn- 
ed from the Preface whic^ follows. With 
regard td the Devotions, reader, whep thoii 
liast bought the book, *^ ent^r into thy closet^ 
^<and shut the door;" pray with Bishop An- 
pREWs for one lyeek, and he will be thy coni- 
panion for the residue of thy years; he wil| 
be pleasant in thy life, and at the hour q£ 

4c^th he will not forsake thee,

PREFACE* 



1 HOPE the generality of serious 
<^hristians will think there is no need of 
making an apology for publishing the 
4ittle book, which is now put into their 
hands. This performance will recom- 
mend itself to them, by the usefulness 
and importance of the subject matter; 
as it is a book of devotion, a help to the 
better and more delightful maintaining 
that intercourse between God and our 
souls^ those addresses to th^ Throne of 
Grace^ on which, in so great a measure, 
depend all the comforts and blessings 
of time and eternity. 

The heart, already enlightened and in- 
Hamed with piety and charity, will here 
i£nd something exactly suitable to 4ts 
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inward motions, and the most signifi* 
cant and beautiful words, wherein to ut- 
ter its holy desiresji and those gracious 
sentiments, which, without this help, 
would perhaps, |3reak forth with less 
pdvantage and less accuracy both pf me- 
' thod and expression. Not that our 
Heavenly Fathpr, who hears even the 
silent sighs and wuttcred desires of 
humble so^ls, despises the petition^ of 
his children, when poured forth in the 
meanest language, provided it be the 
best they have or can procure; But 
sure it will be acknowledged, that when 
the heart, the principle, Ae patter, and 
the words arp all e3i:cellent and accurate, 
the sacrifice is more complete, fresh 
sweetness is added to the incense, and 
the whole service more worthy of God. 
But the less perfect Christian, who 
has not yet made so niuch progress in 
the school of piety as the former, may 
reap still greater benefit from this work. 
It will tend to improve him in know- 
ledge and practice ; it will be to such 
an excellent Catechism, as well as ^ 



Prayer Book : He will here find the 
JComman^inents^ and the Creed, and o- 
ther important points of Christian instnic« 
tion, explained and applied with great 
judgment, and no less perspicuity than 
brevity ; so that they may be soon)eamt 
and easily remembered. He may herq 
be led to form just notions anc} poly de« 
sires^ such as cannot but have a consi- 
derable influence on his heart and his 
manners. He will be put in mind of 
the variety and greatness of his sins, 
and of his wants ; of the holiness^ the 
mercy, and the goodness of God, and 
the many invaluable benefits he heaps 
on mankind. In short, by a serious 
and proper use of this manual, he will 
perceive himself to advance apace in 
Jove tQ God and man, and every other 
Christian grace and virtue. All this he 
has just reason to promise himself, pro* 
vided he endeavours to bring his senti. 
inents and the frame of his heart up to 
the spirit of these Devotions ; which is 
no more than every one ought to do. 
whatever prayers he uses. 
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Indeed what less can be expected, 
when a book of this nature is composed 
of materials taken out of the Holy Scrip^ 
tures, and very ancient Liturgies^ which 
bear the names of St. James, St. Basil, 
and St. Chrysostom, collected and put 
together by the most judicious work- 
men in this way ; such as were the per^ 
sons mentioned in the title page, Dr. 
Andrews, once Bishop of Winchester, 
and Dr. Stanhope, late Dean of Can- 
terbury. 

These excellent persons are too well 
known to the world, to require any par- 
ticular or, large account to be here giv^ 
en of them ; and yet to say little of them 
may be thought an injury to men, whose 
due praises would take up a great deal 
more room than can be allowed for this 
preface. However, since the ability 
and worth of the audior recommends 
a book, even to such as read only for 
curiosity ; and a Christian reader must 
much more be pleased to find the devo- 
tions he offers to God have passed 
.through the hands of the soundest dji. 



yineSy whose learning, piety and autho- 
^ty, may entirely satisfy him, that he 
has no need to fear or scispect any su- 
perstition, heresy, or false doctrine^ may 
l>e suffered to remain in them : I shall 
beg leaye to present a very brief ac- 
count of them, and what part each of 
fhtm had in the following book^ 

The Right JReyerend Father in God, 
Pn luAxcjEtoj A|rpR£W8^ Bishop of 
Winchester^ was bom at London about 
the year of our Lord 1955, of religious 
parents, who left him a sufficient for- 
tune, {f e w^s jc<^cated at Merchant 
Taylors' Sehocd in that city t afterwards 
at Pembrc^e ^aU in Cambridge, of 
which he was a Scholar, Fellow, and 
Master. To say nothing of his smal- 
ler preferments, oe was rrebend Resi- 
dentiary of St. Paul's in London, Dean 
of St. Peter's in Westminster, and of the 
King's Chapel ; Chaplain to Queen Eli- 
zabeth ; Aluioner'and Privy Counsellor 
to ICing James L and King Charles L 
and successively Bishq> of Chichester, 
^ly and Winchester; and all this qi[ 
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the account of his worth, without any- 
ambitious suit or seeking of his own, to 
qualify him foi* these preferments. 

His life was orderly, innocent, indus- 
trious, and pious, from his childhood* 
He is said to have had a masterly and 
critical skill in at least fifteen learned 
and modern tongues : And his know- 
ledge of things, and improvement in all 
sorts of material learnings was no less 
extensive than his skill in languages; 
which qualified him for being one of the 
translators of the Bible in the reign of 
King James I. He was a man of great 
wisdom and address in business ; an ad- 
mired preacher in his time ; exact and 
judicious in informing and instructing 
others^ and in controversies an able 
champion for the truth. He wa^ laborious 
in his ministry ; successful in convert- 
ing several of the Popish clergy and 
laity from th^ errors of that church. 
As he was both in his life and at his 
death bountiful and charitable to the 
poor, so likewise was he a lover and en- 
courager of learning and learned men ; 



insomuch, that though he was good to 
his kindred, yet he gave more to the 
maintenance of learning dtid to the poor 
than to them. He was a shigular bene-* 
factor to the preferments or places he 
enjoyed ; either by recovering, securing, 
and encreasing their revenues ; or build- 
ing, repairing, and beautifying the 
houses and palaces committed to his 
care. In a word, his parts and know- 
ledge were rare and great, his judg- 
ment greater, and his holiness and de- 
votion greatest of all. This is in brief 
the substance of what is said of him, 
by those who had the best opportuni- 
ties of knowing him, the Bishops of 
London and Ely, his contemporaries, 
and, I suppose, familiar friends. 

The oAer person concerned in this 
Manual, the very Rev. Dr. George 
Stanhope, late Dean of Canterbury, 
was born at a village called Hartshorn, 
in Derbyshire. His father was the re- 
verend Mr. Thomas Stanhope, Rector 
of that place, and Vicar of St. Marga- 
ret's Church in Leicester, and Chap- 
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Iain to the Earls of Chesterfield and 
Clare. His mother's na^e was AUes- 
try, of a good family in the sam[e coun- 
ty. He was put to school first at Up- 
j)inghainf, in Rutland; then at Leicester; 
afterwards removed to Eaton, and 
thence chosfen to King's College in 
tambridge, of which he was Scholar 
and Fellow. 

Upon his reWoval triytti tifence, he 
Was preferred to the Rectory of Tew- 
ing, in Hertfordshire, which after some 
time he quittfed; He was eight and 
thirty years t^icaf of Lewisham, and six 
and twenty- of Deptford, both in the 
county of Kent. In the; year 1703, he 
was ihade Deah of Canterbury; and 
was thrice choisen Prolocutor of the 
Lower House of Convocation. 

His personal qualifications, prudence, 
and public spirit, bore a considerable 
resemblance to those of Bishop An- 
drews. As far as I could myself ob- 
serve, and by the accounts of' some 
who knew him very early, his life was 
a constant, uniform pattern of cheer- 
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ful, undisguised, and unaffected piety* 
His uncommon diligence and indus- 
try, assisted by his excellent parts, 
had enriched him with a large stock of 
polite, solid J and most useful learning. 
He had not, indeed, acquired the know- 
ledge of so many languages as Bishop 
Andrews ; but yet, besides his mother- 
tongue, in which he liad so great a com- 
mand, he was a master *of the Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, and French. These 
he put to their proper use, not for any 
vain ostentation, but as instruments of 
procuring the knowledge of all those 
things, which have rendered him an ac- 
complished gentleman, a worthy man, 
and a substantial divine. 

His well digested learning, accurate 
judgment, candour and good nature^ 
shone very brightly in his conversation, 
as well as his preaching and his writ- 
ings, all consecrated to the honour of 
God, and the promoting of virtue and 
true religion : Indeed some who bate 
conversed most intimately with him, 
have assured me they never knew

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any that so continually spoke and acted 
with a regard to these ends*. 

His preaching was really admirable 
and edifying; his style clear and plain, 
but noble ; his reasonings easy and 
strong ; his persuasions powerfully mov- 
ing; his action and way of speaking 
graceful, just and affecting ; his subjects 
well chosen, ^nd suited to his auditory. 
The greatest and best of his hearers 
(and he often had the greatest in this na- 
tion) might learn what wa^ profitable 
from him ; which, if they neglected to 
do, his discpurses will rise in judgment 
against them, and in the mean time de- 
monstrate, that he omitted nothing ne- 
cessary to deliver his own souL 

His writings are, or may be, in every 
body's hand, and every body will judge 
of them as they please : I shall there- 
fore leave them to do so, and only affirm, 
what I know from more than a single 
experience, that they are an inestimable 
treasure for the devout people of this 
nation. 
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Were I to speak particularly of all 
his private and public virtues ; of his 
constant preaching, and prudent and 
faithful discharge of all the parts of his 
xninistrr j the many charities and good 
works he did in the course of his life, 
and the liberal provision (in proportion 
to his substance) which he made for 
them in his last will and testament, I 
should far exceed the brevity I propose. 
I hope some abler hand will give his life 
and character at large, and do justice to 
his memory ; and so convince the world, 
that, though he was thereby eased of a 
great burden, yet it was no small un- 
happiness to the church, that he was 
not raised to the highest order in it. 

Such were the persons, whose pious 
endeavours have concurred, in their dif- 
ferent times and manners, to produce 
this litde Manual of Devotion. 

The first, and indeed the only edition 
I ever saw of Bishop Andrews's private 
Prayers in Greek and Latin, was print- 
ed *t Oxford in the year 1675. By the 
b/est judgment I can make of that book, 
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• 

he appears to have collected, from time 
to time, in the course of his reading, 
in^terials for every part of prayer ; which 
he wrote down, some in Greek and some 
in Latin. These at first were chiefly 
hints ; but out of them he composed 
several prayers, that he used privately 
in his closet^ and some of them public- 
ly in the churchy before sermon, having 
translated them into English. Many 
of these prayers were completely finisli- 
^ed, and used by him as forms ; in others 
he left some hints not quite completed, 
but wherein it was easy for him to Sup- ' 
ply all that was wanting, as he used 
them. These he varied often, as occa- 
sion and necessity required, and im- 
proved them by degrees. Such of them 
as were brought nearest to perfection, 
be wrote in Greek ; either l^ccause the 
New Testament, Septuagint, and most 
ancient Fathers and Liturgies (whence 
he extracted a great deal) were inthatlari- 
guage; or because thatlanguagehassome 
advantage for devotion ; as the many 
pompound words it contains, strengthen 
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the ideas they convey to us, and make 
a inore livelj' impression upon the mind. 

Dean Stanhope, who often used these 
Devotions in the original language, and 
had committed a good part of th^m to 
Jiis memor}', was so well pleased with 
them, that be took the pains to translate 
what is contained in the following sheets, 
for the use of a dear friend ; to whon^ 
he apprehended they would be accepta- 
\)\t and serviceable. They gav^ sq 
great satisfaction, and did so much ser. 
vice, not only to that friend, but, to aU 
those into whose hands the copies came, 
that the Dean resolved, I suppose at 
their desire, to print them. 

They who have seen the translations 
with which he has obliged the public, 
must be sensible that it was- his way not 
to confine himself to a strict and literal 
version ; but to take the liberty of para- 
phrasing, explaining, and improving up- 
on his author; so that in more instan. 
ces than one, his translation is a far bet- 
Jer book than the original which he 
translates* If this will not be allowed 
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fne in any other instance, I think it can- 
not be denied in that of St. Augustine's 
Meditations ; where we have all the be- 
nefit and sweetness of that author^s 
great wit and fervent devotion in exceU 
lent English, without the alloy of those 
improper and barbarous expressions and ^ 
jingling turns and antitheses, which are 
too frequent in the original, according 
to the manner of the African writers. 

He has made some use of this liber- 
ty in the following work ; but not in all 
parts alike. Where the matter would 
bear it, he has kept close enough to the 
original. But Vk'here there were any 
redundancies or improper repetitions, 
he has retrenched them : Those things 
which were either peculiar to the Bi- 
shop and his writings, or could not be 
made to suit the gravity and elegance of 
the rest of the book in our language, he 
has entirely omitted : Where any thing 
seemed wanting, he has supplied it; 
^d where there are only hints, he has 
BO enlarged on them as to fill up the va- 
cant chasms^ and continue the thread of 
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the discourse. In a word, he has every- 
where illustrated and adorned his author 
with elegant and nioving language^ and 
made it much more fit for common pse 
than ever it was before. 

For it must be acknowledged, that 
there was a translation of Bishop An- 
drews's Private Prayers in Greek and 
Latin, long since published, and comr 
mon enough. The edition of it, which 
is most genuine and correct, seems to 
have been first printed in the year 1648 ; 
it being translated from the Greek ma- 
nuscript before it was printed ; and it 
was printed again in 1682; but how 
much oftener I know not. In that trans- 
lation you have several things which are 
omitted in this ; particularly some Pray. 
ers of the Holy Communion, and a 
Manual of Directions for the Sick. 

Here it is plain two questions will 
naturally arise ; first, Why did the Dean 
translate these Prayers, when they were 
already translated to his hand? 

This very question I asked him, the 
first time I ever saw the Manuscfript 
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now printed ; which was in the last con- 
versation I ever had with him. He as^ 
sured me, he had never seen that former 
translation. This is then one of the 
true reasons why he undertook this task ; 
and his having performed it in the man- 
per just above mentioned, with so many 
advantages to the book, is a good reason 
why it should be published. For the 
old translation sticking close to the ori- 
ginal, needs all those alterations and il- 
histrations, which were needful for the 
original, and which the Dean has given 
it. This v^ill appear very manifestly, 
by comparing several places of the two 
translations ; particularly the beginning 
of the oflSce for Friday, and the Medi- 
tations and Prayers for the Evening and 
Night in both books ; not to be further 
tedious m referring to several other pas- 
sages of the same nature. 

The other question may be, Why he 
has omitted the Manual of Directions 
for the Sick, and the Frayers for the 
floly Communion? 
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I answer, We are indeed assured the 
Bishop made some use of the former in 
his ordinary visitation of sick persons, 
when he was Vicar of Su Giles's Crip- 
plegate; and it was printed with the 
old translation of his Greek and Latin 
Prayers; but yet it was no part of them ; 
I mean, it is not to be found either in 
the Greek or Latin, as printed in 1675, 
though perhaps it was in the Latin ma* 
nuscripts, and consequently it came not 
in the Dean's way. But if it had been 
a part of them, as the Prayers for th^ 
Holy Communion certainly are, yet he 
would not have beeii obliged to meddle 
with any thing upon those subjects, hav- 
ing already given us Meditations and 
Prayers for Sick Persons, at the end 
of ms Thomas k Kempis ; and in the 
fourth book of his Kempis, and in se- 
veral parts of his St. Augustine, afford- 
ed all the assistance of this kind requi- 
site for devout communicants. 

I beg the reader will pardon the 
tediousness of this address, and give 
me leave to conclude it with a brief 
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exhortation to the performance of the 
duty of prayer, for which this book 
is designed as an help, from the peace 
of mind it brings along with it, in the 
Dean's own words, which are f^r bet- 
ter than any I can pretend to offer. 
^ " Peace and serenity of mind is, in a 
** special manner, the effect and reward of 
" a devout and thankful application to 
" God by prayer. For prayer is a with- 
" drawing a man^s self from the world, 
"and coming to God; like leaving a 
^^ clutter of business, or breaking away 
"from the mixt company of people, 
" offensive and dangerous, or at the best 
^' nauseously ceremonious and vain, to 
" solace himself with one friend alone, 
" who is particularly dear to him. And 
" the diligent performance of this duty 
" leaves so sensible a satisfaction behind 
^^ it, gives such a different turn to the soul, 
M and inspires such heavenly disposi* 
" tions, that the exercises of the tern* 
" pie, and the retirements of the closet, 
^* never go off without a grateful relish 
^^ And powerful eff<?ct, exx^ept either too 
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" seldom, or too negligently repeated." 
And again a little after, ** The nearer 
** we approach to God our Saviour, by 
•* spiritual communion in prayers and 
*^ sacraments, and all other holy ordi- 
** nances, the better we shall know him ; 
•*and the better we know him, the 
** more we sliall be sure to love him. 
" And were that love entire, did he 
" but reign in, and possess our hearts, 
** without a rival, we should then feel 
" the best sense of that passage verified 
*' to the utmost, in a spiritual regard, 
** and in our bvvn particular cases : That 
^* the work of righteousness is peace^ 
** and the effect of righteousness^ quiet- 
** ness^ and assurance for everJ^^ 
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Morning Prat/ers^ at Jirst rising. 

GLORY be to thee, O Lord, all glo- 
iy be to thee> fof the sleep which thoUL 
hast graciously given me this night : A 
treasonable recruit to the wastirigs, and a 
kind intermission to the labours^ of thid 
{)Oor weak and wearied body. 

And now, that thou hast added to thcf 
number of my days^ that this and every 
day iriay be employed to the perfecting 
of holiness in thy fear^ and s'vireetened 
with the comforts of healthy ofpeace and 
innocence, grant O good Lord. 

That the Angel of Peace^ the holy 
guide of thy children, the faithful guard 
Set by thee oter their soills and bodies^ 
may encamp round abotit me, and con- 
tinually suggest to my mind such things 
as conduce to thy glory, and to my sal- 
vation, grant, good Lord, 

^That all the sins, offences, and ne- 
gleets of my days already gone, may, by 

€ 
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thy mercy, be freely pardoned^ and eiiJ 
tirely done away, ^ant, O good Lord* 

That it may please tliee to bless the 
world with prosperity and peace, but 
chiefly with such mercies, as thou know- 
est most expedient for the good of all 
our souls, grant, O good Lord. 

Whatsoever things are truej whatso- 
ever things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoev« 
er things are of good report, if there be 
any virtue, and if there be any praise^ 
that I may think on these things, and 
may do these things, grant, O good 
Lord. 

Finally, since this life must shortly 
have an end; that mine may be con- 
cluded with a truly christian death, a 
death, perfectly void of sin and shame, 
and (if such be thy good pleasure) as 
free from pain as may be, grant, O good 
Lord. 

But above all, in regard it is appoint- 
ed unto all men once to die, and after 
that the judgment ; that I may appear 
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vvith comfort, and find a favourable ac- 
count, at the great and terrible tribunal 
of thy Son Jesus Christ^ who, I be-. 
iieve shall come to be our Judge, grant, * 
O good Lord.

Let my body also be safe under thy 
protection, and defend me under the 
shadow p{ thy wines from the snare of 
of the hunter, and from the noisome 
pestilence, from the arrow that flieth by

iCth at noon. 

Defend this day from all evil of mine^ 
and preserve me from ail the eyil of Uiis 
day. 

Suffer not my days to be consumedi 
in vanity^ nor my years m trouble : But 
let each day tell and juistruct another^ 
by some useful impravemejoit in know- 
ledge, or practical yjutue^

my trust. Shew thou me the way tha( 
I should walk in, for I lift ifip jpy soytl 
untothee;. 

•^ Deliver me^ 1/^, from my [spir 
fitual'l enemiesj for I flee unto thee to 
hide me. 

Teach me to dio the thing that pleas- 
iCtfa thee, for thou art my God : Let thy 
loving Spirit lead me forth into the lana 
of righteou^ess. 

Quicken me^ O Lord, for thy name^s 
sake; and for thy righteousness sake 
jbring my soul out of trpuble. 

Remove far from me^ thoughts that 
ffip without understanding; and ever- 
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more inspire me with such thoughts, as 
'are wise and good, and well-pleasing in 
thj7 sight/ 

Turn away mine eyes, lest they be- 
hold vanity, but let them be fixed on 
the thing that is right, and let mine cycr 
lids look straight befOTe xnCy 

Inclose mine ears with a hedge of 
thorns, that no foolish, filthy, or profane 
talk may be allowed to enter in : But 
let them be open to discipline and wisr 
dom, and always give wUling attention 
to the words of truth and righteousr 
ness. 

Set a watch, O I^ord, before my 
mouth, and keep the door of my lips '; 
let my speech be seasoned with salt, and 
good to the use of edifying, that it may 
mjnister grace unto the hearers. 

Let no work of my hands cause grief 
or just offence of heart; but let me be 
continually employed in some such ac- 
tions, for which thou, my God, mayest 
remember me for good, and spare me, 
accroding to the multitude of thy n^er^ 
cies, 
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Into thy hands I commend my whole 
iself^ my spirit, my soul^ an(i my body^ 
for thou hast created, redeemed, and 
regenerated them, O Lord^ thou God 
tof truth : 

And, together with myself^ all my re* 
iations and friends, all my possessions 
and comforts ; for all these thou hast gra- 
ciously given to thy unworthy servants 

Preserve us, I beseech thee, from all 
evilj yea do even thou preserve our 
souls : And let them be presented be* 
fore thy Majesty, holy and unreprove* 
able, in the day of the Lord Jesus; 
^ Preserve my ^oing out and my com. 
ing in, from this time forth for ever- 
more* 

Prosper, I pray thee, thy servant this 
day, that I niay find favour, and be able 
to do goody among those that shall coh^* 
Verse with me.
